• This week's sales of 3.2 billion units were influenced by 
Holiday shipping patterns and payback from December's 
inventory build-up. 




P.H.'s weekly share of 40.9 was slightly below 
a year-to-date basis through this week, P.M.'s 
36.1 is understated due to the varying payback 
of the other manufacturers and the elimination 
fourth quarter trade program.
